The people of the Mate of Wisconsin, represented is sew-
age and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTLON 1. Chapter one hundred and sixty-six of 
the general laws of 1864, entitled "an act to encourage 
the formation of corporations for mining, smelting or 
manufacturing iron, copper, lead, quicksilver or other 
ores or minerals, and for other manufacturing pur-
poses," is hereby applied in all respects to lead ore. 

Szeriox 2. All corporations formed under the pro-
visions of said chapter one hundred and sixty-six, for 
the purpose of mining and manufacturing lead, shall 
pay into the state treasury a tax of twenty-five cents 
per ton thereon, to be paid at the same time and in 
the same manner and under the same restrictions as 
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other taxes are required to be paid by section twenty-
one of said chapter one hundred and sixty-six. 

BIOTION 8. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

words, "for issuing bridge bonds," and those opposed 
to issuing bonds, by casting a ballot upon which shall 
be written or printed the words, "against issuing bridge 
bonds." Such question may be submitted at any gen-
eral election or at a special election held for that pur-
pose, and said votes shall be returned and canvassed in 
the same manner as at other city elections.
